Bottom-GWU Metro station is located on campus, and both Blue and 
Orange lines stop there. The Red line stop, Farragut North, is six blocks east 
of campus. We are convenient to National Airport and Union Station 
(Amtrak) by either taxi or Metro. From Dulles International Airport, you 
may take the Washington Flyer limousine to many downtown hotels and a 
taxi or Metro to campus from there. If you are driving, consult the 


directions below. 


SUGGESTED AUTO ROUTES. 


From North: Interstate 95 South to Interstate 495 (Capital Beltway) toward 
Silver Spring/Northern Virginia. Take exit 33, heading south on Connecticut 
Avenue for about 9 miles. Turn right onto Florida Avenue, NW (just past the 
Washington Hilton) and turn left immediately onto 21st Street, NW. Turn right on 
I Street, NW. The visitor entrance to the parking garage is on the left between 
22nd and 23rd Streets, NW. 


From Northwest: Interstate 270 to Interstate 495 (Capital Beltway) toward Silver 
Spring/Northern Virginia. Take exit 33, heading south on Connecticut Avenue for 
about 9 miles. Turn right onto Florida Avenue (just past the Washington Hilton) 
and turn left immediately onto 21st Street, NW. Turn right on I Street, NW. The 
visitor entrance to the parking garage is on the left between 22nd and 23rd 
Streets, NW. 


From West: Interstate 66 and Route 50 both connect with the Theodore Roosevelt 
Bridge. Cross bridge and exit at E Street, then again at Virginia Avenue, NW. 
Bear left, following signs for 23rd Street, NW. Turn right on 23rd Street, NW and 
continue a few blocks to campus. Turn right on I Street, NW. The visitor entrance 
to the parking garage is on the right between 22nd and 23rd Streets, NW. 


From South: Interstate 395 to Arlington Memorial Bridge exit. Cross the bridge 
and veer left at the Lincoln Memorial. Turn left on 23rd Street, NW and continue 
a few blocks to campus. Turn right on I Street, NW. The visitor entrance to the 
parking garage is on the right between 22nd and 23rd Streets, NW.
